Pennsylvania Money Plank. 


fru}l Tin' A llfnluu M Dmli/ Cil/i Hi M. 


Tlie money plank adopted by the Allen 


town Democratic convention has attracted 
marked attention thionghout the country 
and hus been commented on by the lead 
ing journals as the sltongi>st and cleares 
statement of sound money views yet mudr 
by any convention of either party. 


The Democratic convention of tho Slate 


of Xe^v Jersey, which mot week befort 
last, constructed its entire financial plank 
from the Alleniown plank, not UBing a 
word or sentence that was not taker 
bodily from it. 


A number of newspapers in the State, in 


publishing tlie AHentown platform, fol- 
lowed a telegraphic error in transinissior 
which materially modifies the meaning o: 
the plank and detracts from its force. 


The eonected plank is as follouq : 
"\Ve demand a repeal of all laws an- 


tliori/.nif! tho issue or reissue of greenbnckt 
nnd treasury notes. 
Of donbtful constitu- 


tionality originally issued under the plea 
of military necessity and under a plet" 
of early withdrawal, they are a constant 
menace of financial disaster and 
national 


dishonor. They should have no place in 
the currency of" the country. 
We believe 


that the Federal government should be 
entirely divorced from the business of 
banking, and that congress should enact 
Kich legislation as will give to the country 
a banking currency ample in volume for 
the needs of busmen, absolutely secuie 
mder ever}' contingency, and at ali times 
'('deemahle in gold. 
We are in favor of a 


firm, unvaiymg maintenance of the gold 
standard. 
While we 
favor the 
mofcl 


iiheial use of silver, consistent with the 
,'in'orcenunf of a gold btandaid, we are 
Ujpolntely opposed to ihe free coinage of 
iilvei, ami to the compulsory purchase of 
iiUei bullion by the government. 
\Ve 


believe that tlie inu.TCi.ts of the people 
:lemand that the earnings of trade, agricul- 
ture, manufactures and commerce, and 
•-pecially the wages; of labor, should be 
;iaid in money ot the greatest intrinsic 
value and of the .highest standard adopted 


the civili/.ed nations of the world. 
We 


, therefore, unalterably opposed, to all

The people who objected to 
recting the Washington monument in In- 
dependence Square may be expected to 
ind fault with a Lincoln monument at 
Settysbuig.

,f Lincoln would not be appropriate, and 
, Lincoln monument at Gettysburg will 
servo to deepen the belief that Gettysburg' 
was the most important battle of the war 
and to keep alive appreciation of what tlie 
immediate participators in the fight did 
then.

HOW THE TnKILLISO 
WAR SONOS 


AND TUNES CAME TCI BE WRITTEN.; 


Much ot the music now known na war 


songs was not written until the war was 
almost ended. The most popular writers 
of music at that period were Dr. George 
F. Root, Charles Carroll Sawyer and 
Henry C. Work, and the moat famous 
of the few great war songs was Dr, 
Root's "Battlecry of Freedom." It was 
written in 1SC1 and sung first at a big 
"rally" held in Union Square, New 
York, just after the flrat call for 75,000 
men. It was sung by a male quartet 
and took the loyal throng by storm. 


All the songs made for the period cov- 


ering the war were not sad by any means. 
One ot the notable comic songs, written 
by Henry C. Work in 1.S&2 and sung on 
every concert stage in the North, was 
'Babylon Has Fallen," and it marked 
the lirst general participation of the 
negroes in war. 


Everybody who can remember any- 


thing about the war will recall the deso- 
ate Thanksgiving in 18G1. 
The Federal 


,roops had met with repulse and disaster 
n every direction. The South was act- 
nif under its new government, and the 
jreach was growing wider each day. 
Then was born a song worthy of the 
iire and topic. It was not sectional 
and was sung in Southern homes as well 
as Northern. Dr. Root composed and 
ledicated it to the homes made desolate 
>y the war. and it was sung at a great 
Thanksgiving demonstration in New 
York on that day, "We Shall Meet but 
We Shall Miss Him-" 


Then, on July 1, 1S02. came the call 


'or :iOO,oOO more men. Hearts that beat 
ligh with hope that the war was about 
0 end almost broke under that stun- 
ning blow. Right bravely the boys 
ramped away, and loyally they snug, 
'We Are Coming, Father Abraham, 
'hree Hundred Thousand More." 
In isii'j, thinking that the war wag 


ibout over, and looking to the end, the 
vhole north was singing, "When John- 
lie Comes Marching Home Again." 


When This Cruel War Is Over" i\:is 


1 much sung song both North and South 
ind was particularly fruitful in parodies.

which appeared in the I'orfc Gazette last 
Jfonday: 


"The thirteen thousand Democrats in

Then again the sami rotation was fol- 
lowed until the present, when it is said 
liy the I'm* dauttc, in effect, that 
York has too many votes to concede 
to Adams its rights. 


This is so very inconsistent with fair- 


ness or reason that we are compelled 
to consider it an evidence of the petu- 
lant nelf-will of one or a few York 
politicians than of the people of York 
county. 
Moreover we are informed that 


there is a very respectable number of 
the Democratic voters of York county 
•\\ho think it would he unjust to take 
tliis nomination from Adams, if she 
nominates a man of whose standing as 
a Democrat there can be no doubt; the 
majority of the people of Cumberland, 
if reports aie at all correct, favor our 
having this nomination, and the un- 
doubted consensus of opinion in Adams 
is thiit it of right belongs to us.

Destructive "Windstorm.

Tlw lower end of this county was visit- 


ed by a very destructive storm last Thurs- 
day about noon, which mined almost 
everything in its path. It commenced 
doing damage about two miles west ol 
llarnoy. Md., and passing in an easterly 
direction struck the house and a shop be- 
longing to Francis C. Xull, at tho edge of 
Harney, unroofing both and leaving the 
house in such condition that it will have 
to bo rebuilt. The next damage was the 
unrooting of the dwelling house of John 
Koont?., about 200 yards from tnat of Mr. 
Xull's. 


The buildings of Ephranu Hess, on the 


Taneytowu road, quite close to the other 
damaged houses, \\as left almost a total 
wreck. Mr. Hess was sleeping in a down 
stairs room when the house was struck, 
but escaped uninjured. Tho whole top of 
tho house was blown away, even the 
furniture and clothing was carried into 
the woods adjoining. The only thing left 
of the stable was several posts that had 
been planted in the ground. There was 
a horse in the stable at the time, but it 
escaped 
A part of the roof, about 10 


feet square, supposed to belong to the 
house, was found a quarter of a mile away. 


A clean path was cut through a piece of 


dense pine timber, as though it hud been 
mowed down like grass, breaking the 
large trees off about six feet from 
the 


ground. 


The nexf. was the unroofing of the 


stable of Jopiah fiawn, about a half mile 
from the latter place. 


There was nu damage done then for a 


distance of about three miles with tho 
exception of tearing down fences and de- 
.stsovmg timber, until it reached the farm 
of Kev. A. S. Hartman, of Baltimore, 
Fred. Shuc-y tenant, in Monntjoy town- 
ship, where it unroofed the house and 
barn, and tore all tho wcathcrboarding off 
the barn. It also uprooted all the large 
trees around the building^. 


Tho next building in itq path was tho 


bank barn on the farm of Mrs. Margaret 
Jouos, John C. Muioy tenant, in Mount- 
joy township. U \vas blown down ontire- 
ly, and some of tho timbers struck the 
cattle belonging to tho temint which 
were in the barnyard. One of the cows 
will likely die. 


The barn of James P. Brown, three 


rnile-i south of Hanover, en the Baltimore 
pike, \\its struck bv tin1 storm, and tho 
ruoi" blown off and one °.'.'^ of the struc- 
ture crushed in. Tho barn, it is thought, 
\vas moved several inches. It is a 90-foot 
building. Trees wore uprooted and doors 
uml gates carried some distance. 


The storm also:struck Israel U'ildasin's 


woods, blowing down trees.

damaged.

over li.OOO lives and has thiown the whol 
city into gloom. Tho popular feto of th 
coronation ceremonies was hold yesterdaj 
on the Khodynski Plain, opposite the Pet 
roffsky Palace, and it is estimated tha 
fully 500,000 persons attended. For day 
past the city has been full of pea=antn froti 
many parts of the country, all awaiting 
the free feast, and expectation had reachct 
the highest point, for it was known tha 
the fetes would excel anything ol the kinc 
ever given in connection with tho corona 
tion of thu Cxais. 


Long before dav light the crowds bogai 


pouring in tho din-t:tion of the plain, whilt. 
at an early hour all sorts of merrymaking 
were indulged in. Great booths had beet 
constructed on tho plain, and from then 
were distributed free food, free beer anc 
also mugs a« souveniis of the occasion 
Thi- free feast, which has always been the 
popular feature 01 coronations, ha.s hitherto 
been the occasion of a great deal of crowd- 
ing and goocl-natnred fighting for places 
on the part of the hundreds ot thousands 
of guests of the city, but no such gather- 
ing ever witnes>ed on the Khodynski 
Plain, which has always been t.he scene of

popular entertainments

coronations, as that which assembled 
yesterday.

death.

services of the G. A. R., and witnessed 
tho imposing spectacle of strewing the 
graves with llowors. First came a line of 
the old soldiers who paid their tribute. 
Then the children moved over the ground 
where nearly four thousand heroes sleep, 
making a very impressive scene. 
The 


throng of visitors and citizens then sur- 
rounded the rostrum, where, after a dirge 
by the Band, Rev. G. M. Glenn, Pastor of 
the 
Methodist church, offered prayer. 


Hev. 
Dr. McKnight introduced the orator 


of the day, <.iov. D. II. Hastings, who held 
the close attention of his large audience 
for nearly an hour in an historical and 
patriotic address, ftom which we quote a 
few paragraphs : 


"Here is Gettysburg ! The presence of 


this great throng and of the large nutn- 
beis of survivors of that awful struggle 
from so many different States, attest the 
deep sigmlitiance stul attached to this 
historic field. 
We extend a welcome to 


the survivurs of our own Pennsylvania 
troops who are present hero to-day, and 
thrice welcome are *he lepresentatives 
from sister States, whose loyal sons rushed 
to Pennsylvania's rescue in those terrible 
days. 
I can imagine the interest with 


which yon view again the scene oi that 
struggle in which 
3-011 bore such an 


honorable and heroic part. 
Yes, here is 


Gettysburg ! Yonder you see the litatun 
of 
the 
Commander, .Meade, and that 


statue is of the superb Hancock. There 
the two Round-Tops, tlie Devil's Den, the 
Peach 
Orchard, the Wheat Field, and 


there is the plain beyond where Pickett's 
men made their last disparate charge. 
Here H the spot where Lincoln, whose 
name \u; utter wiLh trembling lips and 
revere-ici1, stood,when, in immortal wonl% 
he dedicnti d this field to the 
UPC of pa- 


triotism. 
What a peaceful scene is spread 


out before you. 
Field and forest, farm

green fields and wooded hillside. 


Standing beside our dead to-dav 


Wrjti.E working in the barn last Tuesday

GKO. HAM IT. AK11KST£D. 


A dispatch of last Tuesday to tho JSalto. 


Situ from Cumberland, Md., says : George 
Hamil, a tailor, was brought to Cumber- 
land from Emmitsburg by Sheriff Miller 
and lodged in jail on the charge of desert- 
ing and non-maintaining his wife and 
infant child. This is the second arrest of 
the kind in Maryland since the passage of 
the act by the recent Legislature making 
wife desertion and non-maintenance of 
children a misdemeanor, subject to fine 
and. imprisonment. The authorities had 
been after Hamil for a month, Pie lately 
resided at Gettysburg. 


A second dispatch, of May 27, says: 


George Hamil was to-day sentenced by a 
justice of the peace to six months in the 
House of Correction bv Justice Morris for 
wife desertion. 
He subsequently appealed 


and gave bonds in $300 for his appearance 
at the October court. Late this afternoon 
Hamil and his -wife appeared before State's 
Attorney Penrre and stated that they 
would live together again. Mrs. Haunil 
will accompany her husband to Emmits- 
burg. 
The prosecution will probably be 


stopped. 
Hamil was arrested under the 


new law making abondonment and non- 
maintenance of wife and children a misde- 
meanor.
